WHEREAS, the guidelines for student media at Northwestern State University are under the oversight of the 
Student Government Association; and

independence of student media apart from the SGA; and 


WHEREAS, the Media Board was restructured in 2018 to allow for greater oversight and guidance of student 
media; and 


WHEREAS, the Media Board has failed to operate as intended by the NSU SGA by merely continuing to only 
recommend editors and managers of student media; 


THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that the NSU SGA amend the Media Board Guidelines by renaming the 
board as the Student Media Advisory Board, adjusting the composition of the board, and more clearly defining 
the role and duties of the board to serve as a mechanism for ensuring that student media operates under the 
highest professional standards. 


THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that the new guidelines for the Student Media Advisory Board are 
as follows: 


STUDENT MEDIA ADVISORY BOARD GUIDELINES 


SECTION 1- PURPOSE AND AUTHORITY OF THE STUDENT MEDIA ADVISORY BOARD 
The Media Board of Northwestern State University shall serve as the advisory and selection committee for all 
Student Media. It shall in no way act as a censoring agent, unless otherwise specified in this document. 


SECTION 2- STUDENT MEDIA ADVISORY BOARD MEMBERSHIP 
A. Members of the Student Media Advisory Board will consist of the following: 
1. Chair: 
a. Department Head for New Media, Journalism, and Communication Arts. 
b. The chair shall vote only to break a tie. 
2. Vice Chair: 
a. The Vice President for the Student Experience or designee 
3. General Members: 
a. SGA Treasurer. 
b. SGA Commissioner of External Affairs. 
c. Student appointed by the Student Body President.

e. One faculty/staff member selected by the Department Head of English, Foreign Languages, and 
Cultural Studies (cannot be advisor to any student media). 
4. Advisory Members: 
a. Two members selected by the Student Media Advisory Board Chair from the media and 
communication industry. 
b. These members may be alumni, unaffiliated with the university, current professionals, former 
professionals, or retired. 
5. Non-voting ex-officio members: 
a. Any advisor to student media. 
b. Department Head of English, Foreign Languages, and Cultural Studies. 
6. Members shall be appointed each academic year. 


SECTION 3-MEETINGS 


A. Meetings shall be held at least twice per fall and spring semester. 

B. The Student Media Advisory Board may set meeting dates at their first meeting of the academic year. 

C. The Student Media Advisory Board Chair may call a meeting of the Media Board with at least 48 hours’ 
notice. 

D. Quorum shall be 2/3 of the Student Media Advisory Board membership, excluding ex-officio members. 

E. Decisions of the Student Media Advisory Board shall be decided by a majority vote unless otherwise specified. 

F. Voting shall be conducted in executive session when recommending editors-in-chief and managers of student 
publications and the radio station. 

G. Meetings shall be conducted in accordance with the most recent edition of Robert’s Rules of Order. 

H. The Student Media Advisory Board Chair shall select a member to take minutes at each meeting of the Media 
Board. These minutes shall be shared with the SGA Secretary to be electronically filed. 


SECTION 4- POWERS AND DUTIES 
The powers of the Student Media Advisory Board shall be as follows: 
1. Torecommend the advisor of each publication and the radio station to the respective academic 
department head. 
2. Torecommend all editors-in-chief and managers of student publications and the radio station according 
to the guidelines mentioned herein to the SGA Student Senate for approval by majority vote. 
3. To provide a forum for issues related to policies and content concerning student media. 
4. To make suitable recommendations to University Administration and/or the Student Government 
Association regarding student media. 
5. Toreview budgets, policies, operations, and to ensure the highest professional standards and best 
practices in student media. 
6. To approve policies concerning student media. 
7. To provide guidance and feedback to the advisors of student media and all editors, managers, and 
student staff. 


SECTION 5- STUDENT MEDIA COORDINATOR 
A. The Student Media Advisory Board may establish a Student Media Coordinator position to be funded from 
each respective Student Media budget that the individual appointed will advise. 
B. The duties of the Student Media Coordinator shall be to: 
1. Advise the student newspaper, yearbook, and radio station 
2. Manage budgets, contracts, legal, personnel, recruiting, marketing, scholarships, event planning, 
professional and personal development for student staff, curriculum advising, and collaboration with 
departmental and university faculty and staff 
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3. Ensure professional standards and best practices in student media 
C. The Student Media Coordinator shall report to the Department Head for New Media, Journalism, and 
Communication Arts. 


SECTION 6- ARGUS ADVISOR 
A. The duties of the Argus Advisor shall be to: 

1. Advise the student literary magazine. 

2. Manage budgets, contracts, legal, personnel, recruiting, marketing, scholarships, event planning, 
professional and personal development for student staff, curriculum advising, and collaboration with 
departmental and university faculty and staff. 

3. Ensure professional standards and best practices in student media. 

B. The Argus Advisor shall report to the Department Head of English, Foreign Languages and Cultural Studies. 


SECTION 7- STUDENT MEDIA 
A. The official Student Media of Northwestern State University shall be as follows: 

1. The official Student Newspaper shall be The Current Sauce. 

2. The official Student Yearbook shall be The Potpourri. 

3. The official Student Literary Magazine shall be The Argus. 

4. The official Student Radio Station shall be KNWD-FM. 

B. The Student Media will receive their funding as a Student Self-Assessed Fee through the Student Government 
Association. 
C. Responsibilities of the Student Media Editors-in-Chief and the General Manager shall be: 

1. The Editors-in-Chief and the General Manager will be responsible for maintaining publications, and 
broadcast, respectively, of the best quality in all possible outlets. 

2. Editors-in Chief and the General Manager will be responsible to adhering to the guidelines set in 
these Media Board Guidelines and current industry professional standards. 

3. Inthe Current Sauce, Potpourri, and KNWD, Editors-in-Chief and the General Manager are 
responsible for ensuring campus news, sports, and student life are included in content. 

4. The Editor-in-Chief of Argus is responsible for sharing the creative output of the entire student 
community in a professional venue. Publications will feature written and visual art across multiple 
genres. 

5. Editors-in-Chief and General Manager must consult with the student media advisor, faculty, and/or 
other media professionals to review post-publication the content and quality. 

6. Editors-in-Chief and General Manager may recommend only, not approve, each semester students to 
receive scholarships. 

7. Editors-in-Chief and General Manager must prepare a proposed budget for review by the student 
media advisor to be presented to the Student Government Association and Student Media Advisory 
Board. 


SECTION 8- QUALIFICATIONS 
A. An applicant for position of Editor-in-Chief or General Manager of any Student Media must: 
1. Bea full-time undergraduate student at Northwestern State University at the time of application and 
be enrolled as a full-time undergraduate throughout the student’s term. 
2. Have a2.5 cumulative GPA at the time of application and earn a 2.0 GPA each semester during his or 
her term. 
3. Be in good academic and disciplinary standing with the University at the time of application and 
maintain that standing throughout the student's term. 
4. Have completed at least 45 credit hours as determined by the Office of the Registrar. 
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5. Not serve, at the same time of the student’s term as Editor-in-Chief or General Manager, in any other 
position at this University that receives a scholarship from Student Association Fees. 

6. File a list of names at the time of application of proposed staff members. The Student Media 
Advisory Board shall determine whether each candidate is qualified to serve in the position based 
upon a recommendation of the student media advisor. 

7. Not serve on the Executive Board of the Student Government Association while acting as Editor-in- 
Chief or General Manager. 

The applicant for position of Current Sauce Editor-in-Chief must meet the following requirements: 

1. Applicant must have completed an approved writing for mass media course and an approved editing 
course before the applicant’s term as editor. The applicant must have also taken an approved 
communications law course or enroll in and pass the course during the Fall semester of the 
applicant’s term with a grade of “C” or better. The applicant is subject to removal if the applicant 
drops or earns less than a grade of “C” in the course during the term of service. Permission may be 
obtained to apply from the Department Head of New Media, Journalism, and Communication Arts. 

The applicant for position of Argus Editor-in-Chief must meet the following requirements: 

1. Applicant must have completed at least six hours in upper level (3000 or above) English courses with 
a 3.0 GPA in English or have graduate student standing, as determined by the Registrar. Permission 
may be obtained to apply from the Department Head of English, Foreign Languages, and Cultural 
Studies if any of these requirements have not been met. 

The applicant for position of KNWD-FM General Manager must meet the following requirements: 

1. Applicant must have completed an approved communications practicum in the radio area; approved 
radio production course and an approved communication law course as determined by the Registrar 
or enroll in and pass the course during the Fall semester of the applicant’s term with a grade of “C” 
or better. The applicant is subject to removal if the applicant drops or earns less than a grade of “C” 
in the course during the term of service. Permission may be obtained to apply from the Department 
Head of New Media, Journalism, and Communication Arts if any of these requirements have not 
been met. 

An Editor-in-Chief or General Manager will be removed from office by a 2/3 vote of the Student Media 
Advisory Board if the student fails to meet the requirements set by the Student Media Advisory Board 
Guidelines or the University. 

If the Senate rejects a recommendation, from the Student Media Advisory Board, for Editor-in-Chief or 
General Manager, the Student Media Advisory Board may recommend to the Senate the individual who best 
fulfills the qualifications. 


SECTION 9- SCHOLARSHIPS 


A.

The Potpourri Editor-in-Chief, the Current Sauce Editor-in-Chief, the KNWD-FM General Manager, and the 
Argus Editor shall receive a scholarship not to exceed the cost of up to 12 hours of tuition plus a $3,000 
stipend each fall and spring. 

The Potpourri shall receive no more than $34,000 in scholarships annually including the scholarship of the 
Editor-in-Chief. 

The Current Sauce shall receive no more than $34,000 in scholarships annually, including that of the Editor- 
in-Chief. 


. KNWD-FM shall receive no more than $34,000 annually including that of the General Manager. 


The Argus shall receive no more than $15,000 annually including that of the Editor. 
No individual student staff member of Current Sauce, Potpourri, or KNWD-FM can receive more or equal 
funding than that of the General Managers or Editors-in-Chiefs in their respective department. 


. The student media advisor must approve the staff scholarship amounts each semester. 
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Student Government Association Senate. 


SECTION 10-BUDGETS 
A. The Editors-in-Chief and General Manager of the radio station, in conjunction with the student media 


advisor, shall submit an expense report/budget to Fiscal Affairs at the beginning of each semester when said 
budget will take effect. 


B. The Student Media Advisory Board shall work with the Student Government Association and/or the 
Department of Fiscal Affairs when any student media budget is being reviewed or questioned. 


SECTION 11- CENSORSHIP 

No individual, except the Editor-in-Chief of the publication or the General Manager of the radio station, shall be 
allowed to censor any student media, as long as each publication or broadcast adheres to all Federal laws and 
regulations that govern such media and meets professional standards and best practices of student media as 
determined by the Media Board and student media advisors. 


SECTION 12- TERMS OF OFFICE 
The selected Editors-in-Chief and General Manager of the radio station shall serve a term of one (1) year from 
the day of spring graduation until the following spring graduation. 


SECTION 13- AMENDMENTS 
These guidelines shall be amended in the same manner as the Student Government Association Bylaws as 
outlined in the Student Government Association Constitution.

WHEREAS, Northwestern State University of Louisiana was established in 1884 as the Louisiana State Normal 
School for the education and training of teachers; and 


WHEREAS, this institution, like many public institutions of higher education in the United States at this time, 
was segregated by race; and 


WHEREAS, NSU remained segregated until the spring semester of 1965, when seven plaintiffs sued for 
admission into the university; and 


WHEREAS, these seven plaintiffs became the first Black students enrolled at NSU and began the integration of 
the University; and 


WHEREAS, by the spring of 1966 there were over 100 Black students in attendance at NSU; and 


WHEREAS, this part of NSU's history should be celebrated as integral to our University's heritage and these 
first seven students honored for their bravery and perseverance; 


THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that the first seven Black students of NSU, documented as: Steve Jackson, 
June Cofield, Doris Ann Roque-Robinson, Hynes J. Baptiste, James Johnson, Johnnye Britton-Paige, and Pearl 
Jones-Burton, be known collectively as "The Seven Oaks" for their role as pioneers in the expansion of civil 
rights and for planting the seed of equality and inclusion that has allowed NSU to grow and become the 


diverse institution we are today. 


THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Student Government Association respectfully requests 
approval from the University Administration, the University Naming Committee, and the University of 
Louisiana System Board of Supervisors that the stage located on the area of campus known as "Iberville 
Green" be named "The Seven Oaks Stage" to honor the first Black students of NSU and to better ensure that 
this part of our University history is made known to the campus community. 


THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that upon approval of the naming of the stage, the Student 
Government Association will purchase and provide a plaque bearing the name of the stage and the history of

Ore funding for SGA Grants due to COVID-19 travel restriction limits on Organizational Relief funding 
October 26, 2020 

Sponsored by Senotors L. BROOKS, & L. BRISCOE 


WHEREAS, travel for students, faculty, and staff are currently limited due to travel restrictions for government 
agencies for the state of Louisiana; and 


WHEREAS, the funds paid for by students into the Organizational Relief Fund fee are used primarily for travel; 
and 


WHEREAS, funding for SGA Grants is allocated from this fee; and 


WHEREAS, the Northwestern State University Student Government Association wishes for this fee to be 
utilized; 


THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that the SGA Grant Guidelines be amended as follows to allow for better use of 
Organizational Relief Fund fees during these travel restrictions: 


STUDENT GOVERNMENT ASSOCIATION GRANTS 


SECTION 2- GUIDELINES 


A. Funding for the SGA Grant Program shall come from the Organizational Relief Fund budget and shall not 
exceed more than $45,000 per academic year. The SGA Senate shall approve the SGA Grant budget each 
academic year. The allocated amount shall be submitted to the Senate by the SGA President and Treasurer. 


SECTION 3- ELIGIBILITY & FUNDING 


A. Only Recognized Student Organizations in good standing and University Departments shall be given 
consideration for funding. 


B. Grant awards cannot exceed $5,000 and may only be awarded once per academic year to each applicant. 
C. Multiple applicants may partner and apply for $5,000 each for one project. 


D. Only projects that are educational, service oriented, or offer improvements to the Northwestern State 
University campus will be considered for funding. 


E. Any campus improvement projects must first gain approval from the appropriate members of the University 
administration prior to applying. Those without permission will not be considered. 


F. Reimbursements and funding shall be subject to University purchasing regulations, policies, and practices. 
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THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that Section 2, A. of the SGA Grant Guidelines shall revert back to the 
original amount of $20,000 per academic year once the travel restrictions for University travel are lifted and will be 
instituted for the following academic year.

WHEREAS, the minimum number of students who must serve on the Northwestern State University
